GERMAN TEAM 


A German team led by Hert 
Rudi Rott will try one of the 
peaks In the Garhwal Himalayan 
aren of India. They will prob- 
ably tackle 23,350-foot Trisul, 
which was the first big 
Himalayan peak ever conquered. 
It was climbed by a British 
expedition in 1907, This autumn 
will be the first big  post- 
monsoon climbing scason = ever 
undertaken in the Himalayas. 

Hitherto most expeditions 
have made thrir attempts in the 
spring, though both the Swiss 
and the British im 1952 tried 
cutumn expeditions to Evercst 
and Cho Oyu. 


These autumn climbers — will 
have to contend with heavy
